The Italian Riddle 

Italia, Italia, O tu cui feo la sorte 

Done infelice di bellezza donde has 
Funesta dote d' inſiniti guai 
According to the latest reports from 
South-Eastern Burope, Signor Mussolim 
has taken personal command in Albania, 
apparently in the hope that he may be 
able to transfer to his military leaders 
some of his own dynamic force. Since the 
dismissal of Genéral Soddu, General 
Cavallero has been making desperate 
efforts to stem the tide of the Italian 
retreat: but he has had little more success 
than his predecessors. When the history of 
the present war comes to be written, one 
of the mysteries that will need to be 
elucidated by the experts will be the 
failure of the Italians against the Greeks. 
From the point of view of numbers there 
can be no comparison; the Greeks were 
hopelessly outmanned. In respect of 
equipment, the Italians also had a marked 
advantage. Since their seizure of Albania 
on Good Friday, 1930, the Italians had 
been accumulating stores of all kinds 
against their coming invasion of Greece. 
Signor Mussolini was determined to 
achieve a quick victory in the Balkans, 
partly in order to establish Italian 
authority in that part of the world, and 
partly in order to prove to the Germans 
that the junior partner in the Axis 
group was able, as it were, to stand on its 
own legs. It is easy to sneer at the 
Italians—to recall the disaster of 
Caporetto, and to suggest that they are 
not a fighting race; but all history 
contradicts this point of view. Tho 
Italians are as brave as any other 
European people. During the Risorgimenta 
they fought with unexampled gallantry. 
Even during the last war, their rally after 
Caporetto, and the subsequent campaign 
which led to the triumph of Vittorio 
Veneto, constituted a brilliant chapter in 
military history; and those who imagine 
that the Italians are cowards imagine a 
vain thing. What, then, is the secret of 
their apparently complete failure in the 
present war? Not only have they been 
unable to defeat the Greeks, who, from the 
military point of view, ought to be an 
almost negligible Power; they have been 
routed by the British in North Africa. 
Marshal.Graziani, who is an acknowledged 
master of desert warfare, has been’ forced 
to witness the virtual annihilstion of his 
Libyan armies. It is a recognised fact 
that in the beginning of December General 
Sir Archibald Wavell's Army of the Nile 
was far inferior in numbers to the Italian 
forces in Cyrenaica; and it is an open 
secret now that the British attack on Sidi 
Barrania was intended, in the first 
instance, to be merely a tip-and- run 
affair. Yet the history of modern warfare 
affords few examples of a more successful 
campaign than that of the British and 
Australian armies in North Africa. The

Are ‘the herrte of the Italian people in 
the present war! That is a question that 
history alone can answer. Throughout her 
history as a modern State, Italy's 
sympathies have been pro-British. The 
British: may have been guilty, from time 
to time, of ‘imperialist’ intrigues. They 


aggression against weaker Powers; but 
their record in respect of Italy has 


nationalism during the Risorgimento for 
entirely disinterested motives. They helped 
the Italians to acquire colonies in Africa, 
and, generally, they did everything that 
they could do to raise Italy fb the status 
of a Great Power. Even after the last 


vefused to recognise the terms of the secret 
Treaty of London, and appealed to the 
Italian people over the heads of their 
representatives at tha Paris Peace Con- 
ference, Mr. Lloyd George ard his British 
colleagues did their best to appease Signor 
Orlando and Signor Sonnino; and it 
certainly was not their fault that the 
Italian delegation left Paris in high 
dudgeon. Up to the time of the Abyssinian 
affair, relations between Italy and Great 
Britain were excellent; relations between 
Italy and Germany were so badly strained 
that, in 1934, at the time of the Dollfuss 
affair in Vienna, Signor Mussolini sent 
large forces of Italian troops to the 
Brenner Pass as a warning to Herr Hitler 
against a possible coup in Austria, Since 
that time relations between Italy and Great 
Britain deteriorated steadily, particularly 
during the period of the Spanish Civil 
War, until last year Signor Mussolini 
brought his country into the war on 
Germany's side. This move was in flat 
contradiction of all Italian history. 
Nobody who has read the Italian poetry 
of the nineteenth century, or the history 
of the Risorgimento, can believe that there 
can be any real sympathy between the 
peoples of the two countries that now 
constitute the “Axis” Their alliance 
is purely a mariage de convenance; and 
to this fact, in part at any rate, may be 
attributed the Italian people’s lack of 
enthusiasm for the present war. The 
Italians are one of the most lovable peoples 
in Furope. They have contributed far 
more than any other nation—even than the 
French—to the world’s culture; and every 
lover of beautiful things must rejoice that 
the British authorities have resisted the 
clamour of certain newspapers which have 
been calling for the destruction of Italian 
cities, Rome, Venice, Florence and a 
dozen other Italian cities are repositories 
of some of the greatest achievements of 
the human mind. To attack them from 
the air, whatever military advantage might 
be. gained, would be a crime against the 
light. One only can hope that, however 
this dreadful war may develop, Italy’s 
artistic glories will be spared. Politicians 
rise and are dethroned. They are dressed 
in a little brief. authority; but the life 
of a nation continues in spite of them, 
and the Italien nation has in it the stuff

One of the most serious results of 
modern ‘‘total war’’ is the manner in 
which it disorganises the young people. 
Tens of thousands of English boys and 
girls have been moved from the great 
towns to new quarters in the more or less 
open countryside; and it would be 
ridiculous to suppose that the current of 
their life has not been changed. Every 
effort has been made to continue their 
education, but there are many parts of 
the “ reception areas” where facilities 
for the handling of hundreds of children 
do not exist, and there can be none of the 
regularity which is of the essence of school 
education. As for the children who remain 
in the towns, their lives must be dismal. 
Their whole thoughts must be concentrated 
on the war, to the exclusion of virtually 
everything that would occupy their minds 
in time of peace; they must be obsessed by 
the universal ambition to fight and win; 
yet there is nothing for them to do. Must 
the intelligence and ardour ok the children 
in the early teens be allowed to run w 
waste—as, so far, it has been running to 


thought to this problem, and many have 
devised methods to keep the children 
occupied in a useful manner. We already 
have discussed the plan whereby children 
can be placed upon the land during their 
school holidays. They may lack the 
strength and skill of the experienced farm 


they can do, thereby releasing men for the 
defence forces, Even more interesting is 
the formation of the Youth Service Corps, 
which has begun to command attention in 
the British Press. This movement—we 
quote The Times—was born only last July 
as a single group of young people in an 
East Suffolk village, but already has 
spread, either in fact or intention, into 
the areas of more than forty local 
authorities: in Hertfordshire it embraces 
180 squads, with a membership of 2,000, 
and in East Suffolk 100 squads, numbering 
1,000 members. The basic organisation is 
by squads, which in turn are grouped into 
larger units, and the young people's 
function is, apparently, to do any kind 
of useful work that lies within their 
power—work that is real, of actual 
present service to the town or village 
in which they reside, and consequently 
Some eighty different tasks 
are being undertaken already. To quote 
only a few, the young people fill sandbags 
‘and bomb-craters; they keep pigs, collect 
magazines for the Navy, knit comforts, 
dig gardens, collect salvage, give concerts. 
All this work is directed by themselves; 
their units are self-governing; and adults 
are reminded that their help and guidance, 
although it ought to be available, ought 
not to be obtrusive. From the be- 
ginning the movement has been approved 
and fostered by the Board of Education, 
which recognises it not only as a partial 
solution of its own war-time difficulties, 
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which. is the result of ftiactivity—a form 
of demoralisation which must be especially 
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formed minds. We in Ireland’ may have 
no immediate. need to foster the -develop- 
ment of such a spirit amóng our young 
people, but the experiment i deserves: to be 
watched, lest at some future: date - the 
‘necessity may arise. a ee GA 
A. R. p. for Animals 
At a general meeting ‘Of the North 
County Dublin Society for the Prevention 
of Cruelty to Animals, held recently in 
Sutton, Co. Dublin, Mr. H. -McDowell, 
M. R. C. V. S. I., lectured on A. R. P. for 
Animals. He pointed out that the 
principal objects of air raid precautions 
for animals were the prevention and 
alleviation of suffering among the animals, 
and the protection of humans from panic- 
stricken beasts. The problem applies, 
of course, to all types of animal, but it is 
most acute in the case of the horse. The 
horse, unlike most other domestic 
animals, constitutes very often a man’s 
sole way to earn his living. If, as a result 
of air raids, a man’s horse is killed, or 
put out of action, the man will lose 
his livelihood, and for that reason it is 
most important that horses should be pro- 
tected, to some extent, from the effects of 
aerial bombardment. Mr. McDowell tells 
us that gas masks have been manufactured 
for horses, but only in limited quantities, 
and nothing like the required number will 
be available. As an alternative, he sug- 
gests that gas-proof stables should be 
built, or that existing stables should be 
made gas- proof. These methods might 
prove effective against gas attacks, but so 
far, thank Heaven, poison gas has not 
been used. What, then, is to be done 
with the horses during an attack with 
high-explosive or incendiary bombs? A 
gas-proof stable would offer little pro- 
tection in such a case, and a gas-mask 
even less. In the case of smaller animals 
it would be quite simple to take the 
animals into the private slielter or refuge 
room until the raid should be over, but 
one cannot comfortably accommodate a 
horse in an Anderson-type shelter. With 
the existing ignorance of circumstances 
it is likely that, even if à large 
enough shelter were available, the horse’s 
owner, in the heat of the moment, and 
acting on the principle of sauve qui peut, 
would forget all about his unfortunate 
horse and act for his own safety. 
The only way to prevent such an 
occurrence would be to publish details of 
the correct procedure with regard to horses 
in time of air raids, and to construct gas- 
proof air raid shelters, especially for the 
use of horses, It may be argued that it is 
sheer waste of time and money on air raid 
precautions for animals when there are 
not half enough shelters. for human 


beings in the city; but at a time like the 


present, when the petrol shortage has 
rendered the position of the horse so 
necessary to the conduct of everyday life, 
it is most important that it should be 
amply protected from the possible effects 
of air raids.

After tracing how this stage of the indus- 
trial organisation has been reached by de- 
grees. The Times proceeds: During the last 
lew weeks action has been more swift.

CHRISTIAN SCIENCE 
LECTURE 


GOD AND THE UNIVERSE 
— 


Mr. Charles W. J. Tennant, C. S. B., 
delivered a lecture last evening in the Church 
Edifice, Lower Baggot street, Dublin, before 
a large and attentive audience. 

Mr. Tennant’s lecture was as follows:— 
There are many conceptions of God, which 
vary according to the views of the individuals 
who entertain them, but there can be only 
one right conception of God. On Page 27 of 
her book. Unity of Good,“ Mary Baker 
Eddy writes: — God is egoistic, knowing 
only His own all- presence, all- Knowledge, all- 
power. How are we to find out the true 
conception of God? The Bible gives us this 
information. Although the Bible contains 
varying views of God, the right conception 
of Him as infinite Spirit runs through the 
whole book from Genesis to Revelation. We 
are told that God spake and it was done—in 
other words, creatien appeared, This reveals 
God as Mind unfolding His ideas. In re- 
vealing His concept of man, He says: Let 
us make man in our image, after our likeness 
.. . - So God created man in his own image 
. . « » male and female created He them.“ 
Christian Science, therefore, teaches that God 
is Father-Mother, for throughout the universe 
there is a law that like produces like. 

This enables us to start with a right con- 
ception of God and the universe as infinite, 
divine Mind and its infinite ideas. Webster's 
dictionary defines “‘idea’’ as an image in 
Mind, the immediate object. of understand- 
ing.” Since God is Mind and God is infinite, 
Mind must be infinite. Therefore there can 
be only one Mind. Creation must be what 
God knows, and what He knows must be 
eternal, immortal, infinite, immutable, divine, 
spiritual. John tells us: ‘‘In the beginning 
was the Word, and the Word was with 
God, and the Word was God. On page 465 
of the Christian Science textbook, '' Science 
and Health with Key to the Scriptures,’ by 
Mary Baker Eddy, she defines God as 
follows: “ God is incorporeal, divine, supreme, 
infinite. Mind, Spirit, Soul, Principle, Life, 
Truth, of Love.” Let us consider the state- 
ment that God is incorporeal. Incorporeal 
means without a physical body. There is 
therefore no physical am about God. 
This agrees with the Biblical statement that 
God is omnipresent.. No corporeality could 
be omnipresent. What do we mean by omni. 
presence? It cannot mean anything physical 
er anything cognised by the physical senses. 
Omnipresence must be a divinely mental con- 
dition. For example, take the principle of 
mathematics. This principle Has always 
existed, even before mathematical facts were 
discerned by mortals; and its ideas have 
always existed. The simple fact that two 
and two are four has always existed. It does 
not depend upon time, space, or auything 
that is physical. It is a metaphysical fact, 
without beginning or end. t cannot be 
destroyed, misplaced, or displaced. There is 
no place where it does not exist. This simple 
fact is an illustration of omnipresence, the 
presence of that which is true; it is an idea 
of omniscience, the knowledge of that which 
is true; and it expresses omnipotence, the 
fact of being true.

Rich in names associated with the awaken- 
ing of the Irish literary and art movement of 
the Nineties and the turn of the 20th 
century were the personal reminiscences with 
which Mr. P. S. O’Hegarty last night enter- 
tained the Friends of the Irish Academy of 
Letters at the Country Shop, Dublin.

The 
subject will form the basis of a discussion 
in the House of Commons. 


To Till Golf Links 


Mr. Tom Johnston, Secretary of State 
for Scotland, has decided that golf courses 
in Scotland are to be surveyed at once as 
part of a scheme to have food production 
increased. Courses unsuitable for arable 
will be used for grazing. It is stated that 
on an 18-hole course suitable for cultiva- 
tion, from 15 to 20 acres may be ploughed 
up.

Her remark was inspired by the sight 
of water-filled buckets left outside the 
front doors of half-a-dozen houses where 
they are kept—not, as the dear old soul 
fondly imagined, for the use of horses, 
but in readiness for fire-fighting. 

In this part of the city, as in many 
others, the residents have clubbed 
together and purchased stirrup-pumps and 
have formed themselves into fire-watching 
and fire-fighting groups against the evil 
day.

Mr. DE VALERA said that from the 
moment war broke out this country had been 
in danger. In danger, not because any of 
the belligerents wanted directly and imme- 
diately to injure them, but ‘because the 
country happened to be in such a position 
that there was a temptation to one or the 
other to try and seizé that territory in order 
to gain a military advantage over the other. 
That was a fundamental danger, and any man 
who told the people that it was not so was 
acting against the best interests of the 


country. i 

Mr. R. MULCAHY (F.G., Dublin, N.E.) 
—Does the ‘Taoiseach suggest that danger 
comes from both belligerents! 

Mr. DE VALERA—I do. A danger that 
will increase as the crisis of this war becomes 
more acute. Any of us who have any regard 
for the liberties of our people will not try to 
lull them into any foolish feeling that we are 
not in danger. For that reason we have had 
to pay particular attention to our defences. 
And would to Heaven we had quarter of a 
million fully-equipped men in the country 
at the present time. Then our situation 
would be far safer that it is. We have, 
thank God, a number of men with a certain 
amount of eg Sa anyway, which, at 
least, will make anybody who is thinking of 
coming into this country count the cost.

SELF-SUFFICIENCY 


He said that when the war started he had 
pointed out that they could not have a war 
of that magnitude without feeling it, par- 
ticularly economically, because this country. 
was an island, and had not arrived at a 
full stage of -self-sufficiency. If they had 
reached this stage they would be in a ver 
different position to face the dangers ahead. 
It was fortunate, however, that they had 
reached their present stage of self-sufficiency. 

The fundamental requirements of any com- 
munity were food, shelter, fuel and clothing. 

They had a fertile land, and a small 
population for it; nobody in this country 
should starve if they made food production 
their primary objective. Wheat was par- 
ticularly important for the poor, and because 
of that the Government was anxious that 
the country should have its own supplies. 
They had increased their demands on the 
farmers when it became apparent that they 
would not be able to get supplies from out- 
side. Because of the weather the amount of 
winter wheat planted had not come up to 
expectations. Any land that had been pre- 
pared for winter wheat—and not sown— 
should be sown with spring wheat, or other 
cereals and potatoes, for human consumption. 
With conditions as they were at the present 
time there was no fear that the farmers 
would not get a fair price for their produce. 


USE OF THE LAND 


There was a Compulsory Tillage Order, but 
there were some people who thought so lightly 
of that Order that they regarded a nominal 
fine as a sufficient penalty for its contraven- 
tion. Private property was guaranteed by 
the Constitution, but it was also stated in the 
Constitution that the State had the right to 
regulate the use of the land, particularly in 
times of crisis like the present. They did not 
want to turn things topsy-turvy, but they 
did want the people to realise the urgency of 
the situation. 

We could not control people—even neutrais 
—to give us materials. We must utilise our 
own resources as best we could.

A MERCANTILE MARINE 


The Government was blamed because it 
had not created an Irish mercartile marine.

The Minister for Co-ordination, continued 
Mr. de Valera, in speaking on a former occa- 
sion on this matter, was constantly inter- 
rupted: Such interruptions were very 
exasperating, and they did occasionally make 
a speaker lose his temper. The whole 
character of the Minister’s speech, which he 
had re-read, was that ships would ease our 
position if we had them, but for Heaven's 
sake, said Mr. de Valera, when it is so 
dificult to get them, do not keep on harping 
on them — neglect the things which we can 
do— produce ourselves. There was hardly any 
doubt that if we did concentrate we certainly 
would not be in danger in regard to some of 
the fundamentals. 


MINISTER’S STATEMENT 


The Minister had said something about 
“damn ships,” and the result was that every- 
body who wanted to misrepresent him, 
whether in the House or in the Press, or in 
Britain or America, made use of that remark, 
Deputies who did not care a hang came into 
the House as play-boys at a critical time 
and made use of it against him and against 
his mission.

SHIPS AND SUPPLIES 


The position was, however, that competi- 
tion was so fierce that the ships cduld hardly 
be bought at all at any price. It was 
virtually impossible now to buy sufficient 
ships to relieve us of our difficulties. Even 
if there was no worry about costs, there was 
still no guarantee of getting er for 
those ships. These supplies would have to 
come from one of the belligerents, or from 
those whose association with one or other of 
them was such that one belligerent would 
have priority and gg Even if we had 
the supplies „or the ships there was no 
guarantee that we could get them here. It 
was true that this was a neutral country, and 
was doing nothing that it could help to injure 
either of the contestants in the war. Never- 
theless, in their struggle with one another it 
was not pessible for our ships, even sailing 
under our own flag, to get here. Each of the 
belligerents would say that they would re- 
spect our neutrality, but that we would have 
to fulfil certain conditions. 

In these days when it was necessary to 
have navicetts and ships’ warrants, and we 
would be asked by both sides to give prior 
information of the ships, and engage to follow 
routes that each belligerent marked out, it 
was quite obvious that it was very difficult, 
indeed, to get neutral ships across the water 
in safety. If the conditions were accepted 
which were imposed by one belligerent, the 
other would say that we had sacrificed our 
right to immunity and claim the right to sink 
us. Again, if we decided that we would sail 
unarmed as neutral vessels, the crews would 
ask: What about us? We will only operate 
these ships if they go in convoy.” The 
moment they went in convoy, the other 
belligerent would say that we had sacrificed 
our immunity, and again would claim the 
right to sink us.

At that time he was paying £300 every 
quarter to meet the debt of Masters (the 
jeweller whom Dr. Blake said he had financed 
with a loss of £12,000). He had told her 
about Masters. e had eventually agreed 
to accept £800 for attending Miss Kenny for 
14 years. He denied that she had paid him

UNEMPLOYED KERRY MEN 
AT HEALTH BOARD

At Kerry Board of Health to-day one 
hundred and fifty unemployed labourers from 
Castleisland and district lined up outside the 
Boardroom and later the leader of a deputa- 
tion, Mr. F. McGillicuddy, told the Board 
that the men whom he represented were re- 
cently thrown off the dole, had since failed 
to find work, and they and their families 
were now destitute. ‘‘ Starvation is rife in 
Castleisland,” he said, ‘‘and many of our 
men came here to-day with empty stomachs 
because they were unable to afford a break- 
fast this morning. . The majority of them 
could not buy a penny bun in Killarney 
to-day. I include myself in that category, 
and I am the father of nine children. If you 
do not give us home assistance to-day or pro- 
vide for us provisionally, we will have to 
bring our families into the cofhty home 
to-night.“ He said that all the men had 
tried to secure work from farmers, but had 
failed, and thev sought credit in the shops, 
but the * could not meet them. 
Mr. Walsh said that he agreed with all 
the spokesman had said. In his own district 
in North Kerry he had a visit from sixty un- 
employed, and the men and their families 
were hungry, and it was imperative that 
something be done for them immediately. 
The Secretary, Mr. P. C. O'Mahony, read 
a letter from Mr. T. McEllistrum, Fianna 
Fail T.D., supporting the claims of the men 
for home assistance, and suggesting that the 
Board provide assistance until such time as 
the Minister for Industry and Commerce had 
considered the position. . 
Mr. D. Shanahan, Superintendent Home 
Assistance Officer, said that they had not 
funds to meet the claims of the men. He was 
satisfied that work was very scarce in the 
county, and he had evidence that the men 
had sought work and had failed. 
A resolution was unanimously passed that 
the mat ried men and the men with dependants 
be relieved provisionally until the next meet- 
ing of the Board, the Minister for Industry 
and Commerce to be requested in the mean- 
time to extend the employment period to a 
date later than that fixed in the 1941 Order. 
The amounts of assistance to be paid were 
fixed at between 7s. 6d. and 12s. 6d. a week, 
and the general administration of the scheme 
was left in the hands of the Superintendent 
Home Assistance Officer.

Mr. J. DILLON (F.G., Monaghan) said 
that a national register was a proper pre- 
liminary for rigid general rationing of 
essential commodities. Surely there had been 
enough hoping for the best and disappoint- 
ment-to justify the preparation of such a 
register. There was a danger that in the 
future the poor would find themselves not 
only short but without essential supplies 
unless precautions were taken now to ensure 
that so long as there was one individual able 
to command a half-pint of milk the poorest 
individual would be able to command the 
same.

STATE’S ASSETS IN BRITAIN 


The State had considerable external assets 
invested in Great Britain, and could not get 
them out. There was no need to get them 
out. but Deputies should consider well what 
it would mean if events developed which 
would destroy that country and sweep our 
treasure away. They should consider where 
Ireland's interests lie. There had been much 
talk of ‘‘conserving’’ supplies. He won- 
dered was it wise to store up riches of every- 
thing in these times of stress; whether they 
be gold or sterling, or would it be ‘wiser to 
try to purchase now assets which we would 
have for the use of our people no matter 
what happened to currency in this country or 
anywhere else after the war. Until that 
question was answered no intelligent finan- 
cial policy could be determined for this State. 
Would it be a wise policy to take our 
savings and invest them in home industries, 
lixe cement manufacture, the building of 
great motor roads, or drainage schemes by 
which bad land might be turned into good!

CLERK’S STATEMENT 


Inspector Lambert gave evidence of a state-

Srn,— Within the restricted space available 
in the public Press to-day you have given a 
large allocation for an inspiring letter from a 
distinguished Dublin citizen on matters of

thinker of the moment is asked in your 
columns to follow up his worthy contribu- 
tion by undertaking the responsibility of 
action, which means that he is to become 
both the originator and the“activator. If he 
fails in the dual réle—that is his own funeral. 
He is then added to the list of thinking Irish- 
men who have failed against heavy odds to 
achieve reform. He is put in that position 
by the numerous dirty dogs, who neither 
think patriotically nor act with national 
spirit. 
We have now been put in possession of 
this new inspiration, which m truth is not 
new at all. here are the men and women 
of action to follow? To those who read of 
public events in our dapy Press the answer of 
the wers that e, the entrenched 
liticians, the vested interests has already 
een given. Human nature being what it is 
that answer is inspired by the strongest of 
human emotions—fear. Fear that they may be 
deprived of what they have achieved by fair 
means or foul. We are bound to respect the 
status of authority inherent in an 
elected Government. Therefore, let us stop 
‘cursing the Government. It is the most 
stale form of thinking or acting. At first, 
at all events, let us try helping the Govern- 
ment, and, even when they are shown to be 
beyond help, do not curse, but combine more 
firmly in action. Merely five hundred in- 
telligent and determined people, with popu- 
lar opinion active behind them, can in any 
country defeat a Government; or, at least, 
bring it to its senses in a national crisis, Of 
course, there would be preliminary reverses 
for the five hundred, but a Government must 
test the mettle of its opponents.

In Dublin the more-far reaching “ utility 
scheme ” of the late Canon Hall on a five- 
year plan in co-operation with labour built 
and re-equipped many small streets at four 
per cent. to the shareholders and without 
expense to-the ratepayer. And this was 
copied largely in England. 

And in ublin the most far-reaching 
experiment of all is the Mount Street 
Club,” which re-equips the man himself, and 
while doing so for every pound put in as 
equipment gives the worker 47s. worth of 
value.
